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WANTED TO GO TO 
PRISON FOR FRIEND 


Exhibition of Self-Sacrifice Shown in 
Police Court Brings 8 Dismissal 
From Justice Beach. 


When the Damon and Pythias act was 
presented in moditied form to Justice Beach 
in East St. Louis Saturday morning he de- 
clared: “In the twenty years of my ex- 
perience in various courts I have never seen 
anything to equal this self-sacrifice, and if 
it is the last act of my life I shall see that 


neither of these men go to jail.” 
John Simcoe of Cleveland and Thomas 


Mulligan of St. Louis had been arrested in 
the terminal yards by 4 railroad detective 
for trespass. Simcoe produced in court a 
picture of his wife and 8-year-old daughter, 
Margaret; showed a letter in which his 
wife stated that she was sick and begged 
him to come home, and tears came into the 
man’s eyes as he pleaded with the judge to 
let him go. 

During the recital of Simcoe'’s story, Mul- 
ligan stood solemnly by, his eyes, ears and 
heart wide open. Then he spoke up sud- 
denly: 

“Look here, judge, if there’s any fine to 
be paid can't I take ’em both and serve ‘em 
out? I don’t want to see no man like that 
with a wife and baby lay in jail.’’ 

After declaring that it was the most un- 
selfish act he had ever seen in court, Jus- 
tice Beach opined: 

“You are both technically guilty of tres- 
pass, and I fine you $5 each, but stay the 
fines and discharge you.”

Dockery and the attorney- 
general warned Mr. Johnson the} were 
waited upon by a delegation of ministers 
from St. Louls and St. Louls County, 
among them Rev. M. M. wSrnham, pastor 
of Pilgrim Congregational Church at 
Twenty-ninth street and Washington ave- 
nue; Rev. Dr. W. W. Boyd, and BE. G. 
Rucker, who protested against the proposed 
fight on *the ground that it was inhumane 
and illegal. 

Goy. Dockery assured the de'egation thet 
there would be no bull fight if the state of 
M¥fsouri could prevent it. 

Sheritf’ Hencken States that he has been 

assured there will be no:cruelty or brutality 
incident to the fight, and ‘adds: “I will be 
there with enough deputies to see that the 
law is enforced.”’ 
Richard Norris, "president of the Amuse- 
ment company, under whose auspices the 
fight is scheduled to take place, declares 
that the law will be shacrsed in every par- 
ticular. e law prohibits buil-Saiting.

Munch-Hyan yesterday and killed five of 
them. 

An earlier report from the commander of 
the Japanese forces south of the Yalu 
river telegraphed from Seoul] today news 
of a series of fights north of Pu-Lan-Tien, 
about 40 miles north of Port Adams, Liao- 
Tung peninsula, Monday received from 
Japanese cavalry scouting in the vicinity of 
Chu-Chal-Tung. 

It was learned that Cossacks had been lo- 
cated at Telissu, and the Japanese there- 
upon dispatched infantry and cavalry, 
which defeated and pursued them. The 
Russian force consisted of three squadrons. 

At Chang-Chia-Tun this force was joined 
by two additional squadrons and the Jap- 
anese again attacked and defeated the 
Russians. , 

Five companies of infantry and a bat- 
tery of horse artillery joined the Russians 
at Lung-Wang-Miao, where the Japanese 
attacked for the third time and the Rus- 
<0 fell back to Telissu, where the Jap- 
anese and Russian cavalry continued in 
contact Monday night.

Her Escort Made a Vain Effort to 
Rescue Her, Risking His Own Life 
and Sustained Injuries Which Will 
Cripplg Him for Life. 


The tryst that was kept by Mrs. 8. H. 
Unger of New Martinsville, W. Va., was 
with death. 

‘I will meet you in St. Louis in a few 
days,” she wrote te Albert H. Wells of 
Washington, D. C., “‘and hope that in the 
meantime you will enjoy yourself.’

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THE ESSENCE OF IMPERIALISM. 


President Roosevelt’s views on the powers and duties of our 
government with reference to the South American countries, as 
expressed in his Cuban anniversary letter, excite more adverse 
comment than any other of his jingo sentiments. 

The notion that the Washington government is the censor of 
the hemisphere and will bring all South American goyernments 
to our standard of decency and right is the superlative doctrine 
of force, the essence of imperialism. The assumption of author- 
ity to chastise those governments if they de not pay their debts 
and to lay hands upon them if they are guilty of “brutality,” 
amounts to a denial of their independence and a proclamation of 
overlordship. Who is to judge. when a dispute arises? Who is 
to define “brutality?” And where in law or policy do we get 
the right to act as accuser, judge, jury and executioner? 

The worst independent government is better than a govern- 
ment imposed from without. The policy of nonintervention pro- 
elaimed and diligently preached from 1789 to 1898 has been the 
American policy. Mr. Roosevelt abandons the solid ground 
ef international justice laid down by Washington and Jefferson 
and takes his stand upon the quicksands of arbitrary imperial- 
istic caprice, where the law is to be sought only in the whim or 
interest of the government which declares itself paramount. 

Justly does Mr. DeArmond say that such sentiments “em- 
bodied in deeds would make us the bully of the western hemis- 
phere, meddling with affairs of other nations of no concern of 
ours, upon the right to strike down any government whenever 
we choose to decree its fall, however satisfactory it may. be to 
those really concerned.” . 

Are the American people willing to assume and stand upon 
such “rights?” Unless they have forgotten all they learned 
before 1898 they are not likely to sanction any such imperial- 
istic paternalism. :

PURE MILK FOR SICK BABIES. 

Following the action of Philanthropist Nathan Straus of New 
York in presenting a pasteurizing outfit to St. Louis, a number 
of public-spirited St. Louisans have organized a charitable body 
—the St. Louis Pure Milk Commission—the object of whieh is 
to make Mr. Straus’ gift effective.in saving the lives of the 
children of the crowded downtown districts, by supplying them 
with pure milk during the hot weather. 

This commission is composed of a number of the leading 
men and women who have offered to serve free of pay, with the 
sole aim of reducing the mortality among the children of the 
poor. It is a great public service and will undoubtedy appeal 
to the sympathy of every St. Louisan. 

The pure milk plant will be useless without a sufficient fund 
. to provide milk to be purified. The plant has been installed at 
the laboratory of the commission, 1726 North Thirteenth street.

‘Mecessary fund is forthcoming. | 

It ought not to be necessary to repeat what the - Post-Dis- 
patch has frequently urged, that no more worthy charity could 
he created than that of saving the lives of the young children. 
The work is not an experiment, but ha» actually resulted in 
largely decreasing the mortality among the infants of the poor 
in New York and other cities where pasteurizing plants have 
been used. The appeal for funds should be generously met. 
Even if they live, weak, sickly children may become a burden 
te the city. Pure milk, supplied in infancy, may save many 
lives to develop into useful citizens.

JUDGE PARKER 


Guffey of Pennsylvania, Smith of 
New Jersey, and Gorman Try to 
Cheer Up the Disconsolate Tam- 
many Leader, Charles J. Murphy. 


BRYAN AND HEARST SAID 
TO BE IN GAME PLANNED 


Friends of Both New York Candi- 
dates Are Confident of Securing 
Large Delegations on Second Bal- 
lot—Alabama Is Considered Strate- 
gic Point. 


Special to the Post Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 4.—The supporters of 
Mayor George B. McClellan for president 
are highly elated over the results of recent 


ers from other states in this city. They 
have marked up McClellan stock many 
points, and some go so far as to predict the 
nomination of the mayor on the second bal- 
lot at St. Louis. 

The friends of Judge Parker, while not 
concealing théir surprise at the develop- 
ments of the last 48 hours, continue confi- 
dent that the choice of the New York state 
convention will be nominated. The Demo- 
cratic “besses’” of four states—Pennsly- 
vania, Maryland; New Jersey and Texas— 
have been in the city during the last two 
days and they havé held conferences either 
with Tammany Leader Murphy personal- 
ly or with his representatives, 

From the statements made by Senator 
Gorman of Maryland, Senator Bailey of 
Texas, ex-Senator James Smith, Jr., of 
New Jersey and Col. J. H. Guffey of Penn- 
sylvania, the McClellan enthusiasts have 
taken new heart and profess the belief that 
Parker will be beaten out of the nomina- 
tion, despite his present big lead over all 
candidates. From inside Tammany sources 
the Post-Dispatch learns that Col. Guffey 
has given assurances which convince Mr. 
Murphy that the 68 delegates from Penn- 
sylvania will be swung into line for Mc- 
Clellan on the second, if not the first, 
ballot. 

Ex-Senator Smith said enough to satisfy 
Leader Murphy that New Jersey's 24 votes 
will go to McClellan. Senator Gorman, 
while making no promises to suport McClel- 
lan or any other candidate, has assured the 
Tammany managers that he will oppose the 
nomination of Parker to the utmost. 


Bailey Doubts If 
Texas Will Instruct. 


Bailey, whose state of Texas had been 
relied upon to instruct for Parker, took 
the Parker managers completely by sur- 


prise when he. expressed doubt as to 
whether or not the 36 delegates from the 
Lone Star state would be for the New 
York jurist. 

Senator Gorman told several of these 
friends that he did not believe any nomina- 
tion would be made on the first ballot. All 
of the plans of the anti-Parker managers 
are based u “¢- this assumption. The poli- 
tics involved in this % is plain. Those 
who oppose Judge r’s nomination 
have been studying thet instructions given 
by various state conventions and -think 
they detect an opportunity to swing sev- 
eral big delegations from Parker to Mc- 
Clellan or some other candidate on the 
second ballot: 

It is the expectation of the McClellan 
men that Alabama leading off the roll-call 
on the second ballot will swing rrom Park- 
er to McClellan, starting a boom for New 
York’s mayor which may be developed into 

a McClelland stampede. In this effort they 
Sowmnt upon the A of William J. Bry- 
an, who would rather have McClellan nom- 
inated than Parker, and of William . 
Hearsts whose view. of this point is similar 
to that of the Nebraska leader. 

The Parker managers ~lready have plans 

under way for heading off a stampede for 
any other candidate on the second ballot. 
They are confident that, after the 32 votes 
of Massachusetts have been cast for Rich- 
ard Olney on the first ballot, the entire del- 
egation will swing into line for Parker. So. 
too, they P gk wr that Parker’s strength on 
the second ballot will be augmented by the 
26 votes which Wisconsin on the first bal- 
lot will cast for her favorite son, 
Wall. Ohio's 46 votes, after being cast on 
the first ballot for Col. James Kilbourne, 
also are relied upon to swing into the 
Parker column on the second ballot. 

Senator Bailey was pressed to give some 
inkling of his own preferences and of the 
probable position his state would take. but 
he declined. Asked what he thought of 
John Sharp Williame, ite House leader, as 
presidential timber, he said, with emphasis: 

‘If Williams were elected president he 
would make one of the finest this country 
ever had.’
